TEL AVIV. --- The death toll from 
Wednesday night's Fatah attack 
on the Savoy Hotel here stood yes- 
terday at 13 — three soldiers, three 
clvillans, aid seven of the eight 
terrorists who had selzed the hotel. 
Of the 12 injured (five of them 
soldiers), nine were in hospital, only 
one of them in serious condition. 


Of the Israeli deaths, three — 
. two soldiers and one -hostage — 
came during the actual assault.

Gazit was not aware of any “con- 
tact" with the terrorists before they 
actually entered the hotel and dis- 
missed reports that police had en- 
gaged the men almost as soon as 
they landed. 

The gang stormed the hotel, shot 
some of their hcstages and herded 
the rest upstairs into a room. The 
actual number of hostages had still 
not been determined and was either 
10 or 11. “At least six of them were 
brought out — alive,” Gazit said, 
adding that some of the others 
escaped in the initial confusion and 
at least two more managed to hide 
in the hote} building and escaped 
detection.

Terrorists’ ‘mother ship seized at sea 
as seven Fatah killed and one held 
after blasting Tel Aviv hotel

Israel Navy vessels yesterday seized a 150-ton sail- 
} ing ship which was used to drop off the eight Arab 
terrorists who attacked Tel Aviv’s beachfront Savoy 


Hotel before midnight on 


Wednesday. The dramatic 


development came after seven of the terrorists were 
killed and one captured by the security forces who 
stormed the hotel shortly after 5 a.m. yesterday — 
when the holed-up gummen set off a charge in a hotel 
room on the fourth floor to wreck the building. 

The terrorists — belonging to Fatah, the largest 
group of Yasser Arafat’s PLO — killed three civilian 
hostages and three soldiers, in what Aluf Shlomo Ga- 
zit, chief of Army Intelligence, later said could be a 
provocative attempt to involve Egypt. 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres told the nation on 
TV that the authorities had believed the terrorists had 
been dropped from a ship into the rubber dinghy 
which landed on Tel Aviv's beach the previous night. 

The sailing ship had approached some 48 kms. off 
the Israeli coast. Interrogation of the ship’s crew and 
of the sole surviving terrorist was expected to shed 
light on the terrorists’ point of origin. 


The captured terrorist first 
claimed under interrogation that he 
and his colleagues had set out from 
terrorist bases in Egypt. But he 
later admitted that this was a lie 
and he had been instructed to say 
this in order to implicate Egypt 
and to avoid Israeli retaliation 
against the actual base. 

No information was released last 
night on the base, or on the na- 
tionality of the boat or its crew. 

The boat, a saliling vessel of 
100-150 tons, dropped the terrorists 
off about 48 kms. from the Tel 
Aviv coast. | 

The assault on the terrorists in 
tie Savoy Hotel was carried out 
by a small number of soldiers at 
515 a.m., about six hours after the 
terrorists occupied it. In a brief 
gun battle, six of the eight Arabs 
were Killed.

Within minutes five of the terror- 
ists were killed. The sixth was 
killed later during the assault, dur- 
ing the ro>m-to-room search.

Only the third man 
to approach saw him and finished 
him off with a grenade. 

The fact that there were so few 
casualties among the hostages is 
attributed to the fact that they

greater awareness on the part of the 
‘public, including a larger number 
of volunteers for the Civil Guard. 

Chief of Staff Rav-Aiuf Morde- 
chai Gur told the press that after 
ἃ period of negotiations between the 
terrorists and security forces, “we 
realized that further talk was 
fruitless, and decided to storm the 
hotel." 

After its meeting the Cabinet also 
stated: “The Government of Israel 
shares the profound grief of the 
families whose dear ones — IDF 
Soldiers, citizens of Israel] and citi- 
zens of other countries — lost their 
lives at the hands of the murderous 
terrorists. The Government extends 
to the wounded its wishes for a 
speedy recovery. 

“The Government of Israel ex- 
presses its gratitude to the soldiers 
of the Israel Defence Forces for 
the daring and proficiency they 
displayed during last night's action 
against the terrorists.”

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). --- 
Israel yesterday told the Security 
‘Council that the Palestinian Libera- 
tion Organization was responsible 
for Wednesday night's armed at- 
tack against a Tel Aviv hotel.

Sebastia settlers ousted by army 
Bitter feelings after Tel Aviv attack

Most οὗ ‘the participants in 2 
renewed settlement attempt yes- 
terday at Sebastia in ‘Samaria 
were evacuated by the army in 
a sometimes bitter confrontation. 
However, approximately a dozen 
settlers were still holding out 
after darkness on the rooftop of 
the abandoned Turkish raitway 
station at ‘the site. 

‘The operation was carried out in 
the shadow of the terrorist incident 
in Tel Aviv which may have ac- 
counted for the high feelings dis- 
played by the soldiers and the set- 
tlers. A settlement leader told ἃ 
reporter that the best answer to 
terrorism was to establish a string 
of settlements throughout the West 
Bank and the rest of Eretz Yisrael. 

The soldiers, however, may have 
regented being summoned to such 
duty at a time when their comrades 
were being killed routing terror- 
ists in Tel Aviv. The evacuation of 
the settlers was ‘carried out with 
force in a tangibly hostile atmos- 
phere, unlike any of the previous 
confrontations between settlers and 
soldiers. 

The Gush Imunim settlers set out 


for Sebastia in a truck convoy 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday, just about 
the time that the terrorists were 
approaching the Tel Aviv shoreline. 
They drove to the old railroad sta- 
tion, where a settlement attempt 
had been made last August, and 
started to set up their camp in 
the darkness. 

After daylight, the military gover- 
nor of Nablus, Aluf-Mishne Yehuda 
Shirai, arrived at the scene and at- 
tempted to persuade the group to 
leave. When they refused, an army 
unit was summoned from ἃ nearby 
camp. The unit commander also at- 
tempted to talk the settlers into 
leaving, but in vain. 

At that point, the soldiers, were 
ordered to evacuate the settlers. 
Resistance this time wag not merely 
Passive aa in the past, but often 
violent. Women and children who 
were in a hut the gettlers Had 
erected were led off to waiting 
buses to the accompaniment of 
shrieks and shouting. Some women 
areas The soldiers demolished the 

ut. 

Most of the men entrenched 
themselves in the upper storey of 
the railway station, a dilapidated 
structure that seemed to be in 


danger of collapse during the en- 
suing struggle. Soldiers raised 
ladders to get in through the 
windows. They ignored cries from 
the settlers to Ignore their com- 
manders' orders. Some soldiers were 
slightly injured in the operation. 

A small group of settlers re- 
treated to the roof of the structure. 
In view of the danger involved ja 
any attempt to bring them down, 
it was decided not to order the sol- 
diers up after them. A settlement 
Jeader, Shefi Gabbai, told an “Itim" 
reporter, “We're staying up here. We 
have food and we won't give up at 
any cost still! the Government lets 
us live here.” 

‘One of the settlers was Dr. A. 
Chen, of Ichilov Hospital. who left 
the site during the night to return 
to the hospital to treat victims of 
the terrorist attack. He returned 
during the morning and was given 
permission by the unit commander 
to address the troops before they 
began the evacuation. 


“I imow you're going to evacuate 
us," he said. “But firat I want to 
explain to you why we're here.”

Dayan: Never

“During the summer, due to the big 
aifferences in temperatures at high 
altitude compared with ground le- 
vel, the sonic boom can cause a 
shock wave on the ground some 80 
km. wide. But during the winter, 
the width might increase to as much 
6s 160 km.,” he said. This wouid fit 
the “tremor” report, as the distance 
between Haifa and Amman is less 


“than 160 km. 


If a sonic boom had indeed been 
the cause of the shock wave, “it 
would have been accompanied by 
Tumbling, like a loud clap of thun- 
der,” Prof. Glass said. In fact, people 
who reported feeling the tremor said 
τῷ had been accompanied by “thun- 

er,” 


His surprise was that if a sonic 
boom had been the cause of a ground 
level shock wave of such magnitude,

priations 

Aid has ay economic and 
military assistance to Israel for the 
current fiscal year, totalling

"$324.5m. in grant economic aid, the 
fu amount previously authorized 
by Congress. Last month, there 
were reports that President Ford 
and committee chairman Otto Pass- 
man had egreed to trim that sum 
to $800m. in order to show fiscal 
restraint.

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Opec declares price of oil 
must be linked to inflation 


ALGIERS (AP). — Heads of state 


- of the Organization of Petroleum 
᾿ Exporting Countries (Opec) offered 


yesterday to negotiate “conditions 
for the stabilization of oil prices” 
but said these prices must be linked 
to the cost of manufactured goods, 
services and technology. 

The three-day Opec summit meet- 


- ing ended with formal adoption of 


a “solernn declaration" to govern 
long-term relationships between the 
ofl producers and consumers, 

The chairman of the conference, 
Algerian President Houari Boume- 
dienne, who provided many of the 


. ideas in the 4,000-word declaration, 


called the summit “a historic suc- 
cess.” 


‘The declaration asserted that oll - 


prices, “in spite of tbe apparent 
pown, mass le of the readjustment,” 
have lost a large part of their real 
value because of inflation and .cur- 
rency depreciation. 

Furthermore, the document de- 
elared, “The current price is 
markedly lower than that which 
would result from the development 
of alternative sources of energy. 

“Nevertheless, they ithe Opec 
countries) are prepared to negotiate 
the conditions for the stabilization 
of oil prices which will enable the 
consuming countries to make neces- 
Sary adjustments to their econo- 
mies.” 

The declaration enunciated 2& 
series of general principles but did 
ποῖ mention details or methods of 
application. The leaders of the 13- 
nation oil cartel decided to let ex- 
perts meeting at the Qpec head- 
quarters in Vienna work out de- 
tailed proposals later. 

The declaration repeatedly stres- 
sed the need to help the non-oil- 
producing developing countries, and 
it demanded a sweeping reform of 
the international monetary system. 


The leaders said the “artificially a 


low price” of oil maintained in the 
past led to over-exploitation and 
threatened ἃ disaster “from the 
point of view of conservation and 
world economy.” 

They declared that the price of 
oit should be determined in the 
future, “taking into account the. 
imperatives of the conservation of 
petroleum, Including its depletion 
and increesing scarcity, the value 
of off in terms of its non-energy 
uses, and the conditions of avail- 
ability, utilization and cost of al- 
ternative sources of energy. 

“Moreover, the price of petroleum 
must be maintained by linking it 
to certain objective criteria, includ- 
ing the price of manufactured 
goods, the rate of inflation, the 
terms of transfer of goods and 
technology for the development of 

member countries.” 

The leaders condemned “the 
threats, propaganda campaigns and 
other measures” seeking to blame 
Opec members for the world infla- 
tion and for seeking to undermine 


the economies of the developed 
countries. 
“Such campaigns ... have tended 


to create an atmosphere of tension 
that is not conducive to interna- 
tional consultation and coopera- 
tion,” the document said. 

The leaders “also denounce any 
grouping of consumer nations with 
the aim of confrontation, and con- 
Gemn any plan or strategy designed 
for economic or military aggres- 
sion... against any Opec member 
coun’ 


‘try. 

“In view of such threats, the 
Sovereigns and heads of state re~ 
affirm ,the solidarity that unites 
their countries in the defence of the 
legitimate rights of their peoples 
and hereby declare their readiness... 
to take immediate and effective 
Measures in order to counteract 
‘such threata with a united response 


whenever the need arises, notably 
in the case of aggression.” 

The leaders declared that they 
“agree in principle on holding an 
international conference bringing 
together the developed and develop-~ 
ing countries.” 

Their declaration made. no direct 
reference to the preparatory meet-~ 
ing for such a conference, to open in 
Paris on April 7. At a closed meet- 
ing on Wednesday, the lead- 
ers authorized the four countries 
invited by France to the  pre- 
paratory talks as representatives of 
Opec to accept the invitation. These 
countries are Saudi Arabia, Iran, 
‘Venezuela and Algeria. The declara- 


tion made clear that the Opec coun- 
tries still have serious reservations 
about the scope and membership 
of the world energy conference to 
be prepared at the Paris talks. 

There was no mention in the 
document of the $15b. fund proposed 
by Boumedienne to help countries 
with ‘balance-of-payments dlifficul- 
ties — including the members of 
the Ἐπὶ Common Market — 
pay their swollen oil bills.

“I am happy to announce that 
last night an agreement was 
signed that completely eliminated 
the conflict ‘between the two 
brotherly countries, Iran and 
Iraq,” Boumedienne announced. 

Boumedienne has been working 
to bring Iran and Iraq together

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‘Gatsby’: Ponderous version of 


Fitzgerald’s Jazz Age classic 


The Great Gatsby (Allenby, Tel 
Aviv}, Εἰ. Scott Fitagerald’s classic 
novel of the Jazz Age, must be ex- 
tremely difficult to adapt for the 
Screen ag the actual story is rela- 
tively slight, Gatsby himself is 8 
shadowy figure, and the book's 
power and importance le mainly 
in the way the atmosphere and gid- 
ἂν tempo of the early ‘twenties in 
the U.S.A. are conveyed, in the 
Sharp social criticism and in what 
Fitzgerald himself called “the 
blankets of excellent prose.” 

In this version, the third to have 
been made ithere was a silent film 
in 1926 and one with Alan Ladd 
and Betty Field in 1949), script- 
writer Francis Ford Coppola 
(“Patton”) bas kept faithfully to 
the original story. This concerns 
the tragedy that follows when Jay 
Gateby. a mystery man whose 
Wealth has been acquired no one 
lmows how, tries to use it to regain 
Daisy. the rich and spoilt girl with 
whom he had had a wartime ro- 
™ance and who had since married 
ἃ man even richer than herself. 

Paramount Pictures (“Love 
Story,” “The Godfather”) have avow- 
edly tried for another blockbuster 
and this "Gatsby" is a big, long 
and lavishly produced picture. Jack 
Clayton (“Room at the Top,” ‘The 
Pumpkin WBater"), who has not 
made a film for several years, has 
directed in a slow and ponderous 
manner and many of the scenes 
give the feeling of having been 
dSlown up. But much of the film 
with its meticulous reconstruction 


of period background and clothes 
is visually fine. Clayton, who start- 
ed as a cameraman, has made ef- 
fective use of the glitter of silver 
or lights shining on bright stuffs 
to point up the vulgar extravag- 
ance of the time. 

Unfortunately for the film, Mia 
Farrow was ἃ bad choice for Daisy. 
She is sweet and charming but the 
Daisy of the novel is gay, high- 
spirited, alluring but also selfish 
and predatory. Mia Farrow looks 
lovely in her frills and furbelows 
but her characterisation is weak 
and lacks conviction. And for some 
reason she has assumed a high, 
squeaky voice which grates on 
one’s ear. Robert Redford dozs man- 
age to give some weizgit to the 
amorphous figure of Gatsby and 
in the scene in which he tries to 
get Daisy to acknowledge to her 
husband that she still loves him, 
the film attams real Intensity. 

Scott Wilson gives a convincing 
and sensitive performance as the 
garage man who kills Gatsby but 
Karen Black as his wife, who has 
an affair with Daisy's philandering 
husband, acts like a crazy woman, 

Good performances come from 
Bruce Dern as Daisy's husband, 
contemptuously secure in his rich- 
es, and from Sam Waterston as 
Daisy's cousin, Nick, who is the 
narrator. A young man of modest 
means, he is beguiled and yet 
repelled by the luxury round him 
and after the tragedy decides to 
return to the West he came from.

A living laboratory for 


saving endangered species 


SAN PASQUAL, California (AP} — 
in a living laboratory sprawled over 
1,500 acres that could be prehis- 
torle Africa, the survivors of dying 
species of animals and birds are 
giving birth. 

‘The offspring are ‘healthy and 
themselves reproducing. The Zoolo- 
gical Society of San Diego, which 
opened the wild animal park less 
than three years ago, says it is a

cell it a technological and genetic 
revolutioa. 

The oo's curator, James Dolan, 
seid the survival rate at the park, 
patterned after the natural historic 
homes of threatened species, is the 
highest of any zoological collection 
in the world.

Symptoms such ag cavgbing, bron- 
chitls, or diarrhea are so common in

occur. Though this aroused worry 
among the journalists, all of whom 
‘were women, Dr. Katzenelson was 
not averly ‘concerned. He believes 
that the average pediatrician can 
diagnose the disease, if only he is 
alert to the possibility when these 
everyday symptoms become too 
chronic. “One system common to all 
CGF. patients is a high concentra- 
tion of salt in their perspiration. 
That is what we use in diagnosis.” 

But what does this disease do to 
the patient —- who is usually a 
ehild or young adult —- im his every- 
day life? In serious cases, the symp-- 
toms can result in frequent absen- 
teeism from school and later from 
work. There are also social conse- 
quences sitice the public fears the 
possibility of contamination, though 
the disease is not contagious. Last 
Summer, with the help of Han and 
Variety, a special camp programme 
was set up for these children within 
a regular camp. But it was hard 
to convince the camp director, or 
parents of healthy children, to ac- 
cept the C.F. youngsters. 

“We ‘haven't yet put our finger 
on the worst problem of all,” said 
Dalia, mother of a C.F. child. ‘T 
cannot ask the doctor how long my 
@aughter will live, but that is the 
question which really affects our 
dives... It takes a lot of wisdom and 
courage to realize that you have to 
live a normal life, to educate and 
discipline your child as you would 
any other child, despite what may 
lie ahead.”
